Germany promises President Wil- 


son that in the future no merchant 
vessel, whether freight or passenger, 
shall be sunk without warning, either 
within or without the war zone around 
tbe British Isle, unless they offer re- 
sistance or attempt to escape. 


Wilson has already conceded the 


right of submarines to sink ships un- 
der such conditions.

W. Gerard, the^following reply to the 
not „• of April 20 regarding the conduct 
of German submarine warfare. 


"The German government handed 


over to the proper naval authorities 
"for early investigation, the evidence 
concerning the Sussex as communi- 
cated by the government of the Unit- 
ed States. Judging by the results that 
the investigation has hitherto yield- 
ed, the German government is alive 
to'the possibility that the ship men- 
tioned Is the note of April 10 as hav- 
ing been torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine !•! actually identical with the 
Sussex.

"The German submarine forces have 


had. 
in fact, orders to conduct the 


submarine warfare in accordance with 
the general principles of 'visit and 
search' and the destruction of mer- 
chant vessels lecognized by interna- 
tional law, the sole exception being 
the conduct of warfare against enemy 
trade carried on enemy freight ships 
encountered in the war zone surround- 
ing Great Britain. 


"With regard to these, no 
assur- 


ance i have been given to the govrn- 
ment cf the United States. No Mich 
assurances are contained in the de- 
claration of February S, 19K!. 


Claim Errors Occurred. 


''The German government cannot 


admit any doubt that these orders 
were given or are executed in good 
faith. Errors actually occurred. They 
can in no kind of warfare be abided 
altogether. Allowances must be made 
in the conduct of 
na~, ul 
warfare 


against an enemy resorting to all 
kinds of ruses, whether permissibly 
or illicit.

Blame Placed On U. S. 


-"The German government has re- 
peatedly and explicitly pointed out the 
landers from mines that have led to 
the loss of numerous ships. 


"The German government has made 


=everal proposals to the government 
of the United States in order to re- 
luce to r. minimum for American <rav- 
elers and goods, the inherent dangers 
of naval warfare. 
Unfortunately the 


government of the United States de- 
cided not to acept the proposals. Had 
t accepted, the government of the 
United States would have been in- 
strumental in preventing the greater 
iart of the accidents tbnt American 
citizens have met with in the mean- 
time.

Won't Stop "Sub'' Warfare. 


"As the German government repeat- 


-dly declared, it cannot di.«5p«n«e with 
the use of !he submarine weapon in 
the conduct of warfare against enemy 
trade.

German Request Justifiable 


The 
fact 
that 
Germany requires 


Great 
Dritnin to cease operations 


which she terms contrary to interna- 
tional law was expected, and at first 
blush pllieials were inclined to accept 
German*'« request that this govern- 
ment undertake to bring about such a 
change as justifiable. 


li was pointed out that Germany hns 


issued the order to .submarine officers 
that 
meets the president's conten- 


tions. This order extended the rule 
of warning to freight-carrying ships, 
as well as to passenger vessels. 


If Germany later, because the Uni- 


ted States fails to bring Great Britain 
io meet the German contentions, re- 
-H-ituls the order announced today, that 
will be a new Issue for the United 
States to face. It has no part in the 
present situation. 


On the other hand, some officials 


believe Germany has again "passed 
the buck" to tlie United States and 
by the very nature of her reply "put 
this country on probation," making 
tlie successful settlement of the pre- 
sent difficulty entirely dependent upon 
America's attitude toward Great Brit- 
ain.

H concerned, officials are inclined to 
ptisa over certain caustic and irrele- 
vant passages as being "for home con- 
sumption." 


Germany's rejection of this coun- 


try's evidence in tbe Sussex case its 
however, a thorn in the Side of op- 
timism. This government had consid- 
ered tbe case against Germany on 
this point complete. 


No delinite action will be taken by

No Reaton For Break. 


A high government official in Inti- 


mate touch with German-American ne- 
gotiations said, after a careful perusal 
cf the German reply:

great concessions. I cannot see where 
there is anything that would, at the 
present, justify a break. Germany has 
none much further than earlier re- 
ports which reached us Indicated." 


Senator Hughes of New Jersey, an

The director of the mint is called 


on to answer such a wide range of 
questions concerning the values of 
old and new coins and medals that 
he has found it necessary to issue 
circulars covering matters of this 
«ort. 


Mutiliatcd or uncurrent United 


States gold and silver coin in pur- 
chased as bullion. The mint lias no 
pattern pieces for sale. Tlte govern- 
ment pays no premium for the re- 
turn of any of its coins or paper 
money. New coins cannot be bU uok 
until authorized by an act of con- 
gress. 
The mint supplies United 


States coins only and not of any 
past date. 


The coinage of the following coins 


censed in the years named: Half 
and 1 cent copper, in 1857; 1 cent, 
nickel, 1864; half dime and 3 cent*, 
silver, and 2 cents, bronze, in 1873; 
20 cents, silver, J878; trade dol- 
lars, 1883; $1 and 93, gold, and 2 
cents, nickel, 1889. The Columbian 
half dollar was coined in 1893. 
The Lafayette dollar was struck in 
1899, the date on the coin (1900) be- 
ing that of the unveiling of the 
memorial. 


There are certain markings on 


every United States coin that en- 
able the place of its coinage to be 
located. Those struck at Philadel- 
phia, mint have no mark, but those 
struck at all other mints are dis- 
tinguished by • small letter on the 
reverse, near the bottom.

letters are C, lor Charlotte, X. C., 
discontinued in 1861; CC, for Car- 
son City, Xev., discontinued in 1893: 
D, for Dahlonega, Ga., discontinued 
in 18C1; 0, for New Orleans, and S, 
for San Francisco.
